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3 Snipers Kill 10 Persons

heavily-armed, 
uniden­ 
tified snipers killed 10 persons 
and wounded at least 11 others 
during a daylong battle with 
about 500' officers at a down­ 
town hotel Sunday, police said. 
Police in an armored helicop­ 
ter finally killed one sniper 
Sunday night, but two others 
remained holed up in a bunker­ 
like concrete enclosure on the 
hotel roof, officials said.

had 
been 
confusion 
most of the day about how 
many riflemen — all of them 
apparently 
deadly 
accurate 
shooters — police were battl­ 
ing. 


At 
times 
police 
indicated 
there were as many as five, at 
other times only one. The mo­ 
tive for the tragedy was not 
known. 
As darkness fell over the 18- 
story Howard Johnson Hotel — 
across 
the 
street 
from 
the 
city’s civic center — a Marine 
helicopter was used to hover a 
team of police marksmen over 
the building. 
DREW FIRE 
The chopper, its floodlights 
bathing the roof in light, drew 
fire from the snipers on its first 
two trips and responded each 
time by pouring hundreds of 
rounds from automatic weap­ 


ons into the enclosure. 
On the third pass, one of the 
snipers burst out of the only 
door of the enclosure and was 
cut down by police as he ran a 
zig-zag pattern across the roof. 
“ He is laying there spread 
out dead,, but there is another 
one still in that little block 
house,” said one of the marks­ 
men, who declined to identify 
himself. 
Other officers watching from 
nearby buildings reported that 
two gunmen would run from 
the block house and fire at the 
helicopter each time it pulled 
away.

pers for fear of hitting innocent 
people in other buildings be­ 
yond the hotel. 
Fires, apparently set by the 
snipers, first drew firemen and 
police to the hotel before noon. 
Firemen were able to control 
the fires by midafternoon, de­ 
spite harassment from the gun­ 
men. 
However, it was still undeter­ 
mined 12 hours after the ordeal 
began how many of the victims 
were killed 
by 
gunfire 
and 
whether any died as a result of 
the fires. 
FOUND ON TOP FLOOR 
At least three died of gunshot; 
wounds. Six of the other seven 
unidentified victims were found 
on the top floor of the hotel 
where 
the 
fire 
was 
most 
serious. Most of the sniper fire 
also had come from the upper' 
floors. 
At least nine of the 11 known 
injured 
were 
suffering from 
gunshot wounds, some of them 
critically. 
One of three policemen shot 
to death was Louis Sirgo, depu­ 
ty superintendent. 
A police cadet was shot to 
death by a sniper here one 
week ago as he waited to go on 
duty 
and 
another 
officer 
wounded as he answered a bur­ 
glar alarm at a nearby ware­ 
house minutes later. 
Police said there were “ in­ 
dications” of a possible con­ 
nection. 
Operations at Charity Hospi­ 
tal where the victims were tak­ 
en first were complicated by 
the hospital being within the 
sniper’s range. Authorities had 
to evacuate all rooms — in­ 
cluding at least one operating 
room — facing the hotel. 
Blood, donors who swarmed to 
the hospital and spent hours 
waiting to give blood were re-

Flu Epidemic 


LONDON (AP) - Britain’s 
influenza epidemic has killed 
nearly 1.00(1 persons this winter 
and shows signs of worsening 
in many parts of the country, 
the Health Ministry reports. 
Figures showed that 473 per­ 
sons died in the last week of 
December, the worst toll for 
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the period in three years, ac­ 
cording to ministry figures pub­ 
lished Saturday. 
Nine thousand persons died in 
the last big flu epidemic in the 
winter of 1960-70. 
The Sunday Times reported a 
second flu wave apparently has 
hit 
London, 
where 
hospitals 
have been on alert to cope with 
flu victims for several weeks. 
It said the epidemic would 
likely worsen later this month 
as the first and second wave» 
spread in colder weather fe?, 
cast for that time.

The home was on Anthony 
Mill Road, Bechtelsville RD 1, 
across the road from the home 
of William H. Moon who sold 
the house to the LaHaise family 
last year. 
The houses are in an area 
of rolling hills covered by or-* 
chards which Moon operates. 
When the 
LaHaises left the 
burning house the Moon family 
took them in. 
“We’re almost certain the fire 
started in. a. heat duct for the 
hot air heating system,” Kemp 
stated. 
“It 
started 
in

basement and spread upward 
mainly through the stairwells.” 
The first floor was completely 
destroyed and the second was 
heavily damaged, the chief said. 
Only the attic, which LaHaise 
had 
begun 
converting 
into 
bedrooms, remained relatively 
untouched 
by 
flames.

outside walls and the roof of 
the house were intact.

Visit Pottsgrove

Area Historian 
Valley Forge had not yet becom e a park at 
a date so late it m ay surprise som e read ers. This 
in spite of m uch sacrifice and effort on the p a rt 
of school children and other dedicated w orkers. 
A press release from the Daily Pottstow n Ledgqr, 
Nov. 9, 1878, reveals: 
“A brilliant audience assembled in the rooms 
of the Pennsylvania Historical Society, Philadel­ 
phia, on Friday evening, when the Centennnial 
Memorial Association of Valley Forge, whose 
object is the purchase of General Washington s 
Headquarters, and their dedication as a m e­ 
morial, was introduced. Mr. Aubrey H. Smith 
presided. 
. 
. . 
‘‘In order to add interest to the occasion, Mr. 
Daniel Dougherty, in his inimitable style, read 
the address that was delivered by Henry Armitt 
Brown at the Valley Forge Centennial. At its 
conclusion, Col. Theodore Bean, of Norristown, 
explained the object of the association, saying 
th at certificates of stock w ere .issued at, $1 per 
share. The price of the H eadquarters and a few 
surrounding acres is fixed, at $6,000,., It is intended 
to collect there valuable papers and other m atter 
relating to the m em orable period, and to restore 
the furniture of a century ago.” 
Thoughts to today’s magnificent headquarters 
with all its appurtenances somehow brings with 
it a vision of Lady Washington, as she was fondly 
spoken of. Her arrival at winter headquarters was 
no doubt looked favorably upon by other officers 
as strengthening a precedent which would allow 
others to send after their own wives. 
Martha Washington arrived in tim e for Jhe 
commander in chief’s 46th birthday, Feb. II, 1778. 
John Reed in his “Valley Forge Crucible of Vic­ 
to ry ” reminds, us that in deference to the tim es, 
which w ere certainly stringent, “ the Celebration 
at H eadquarters was sim ple. 
“ Despite the low ering clouds and persistent 
rain, a band of m usic from Col. T hom as P ro cto r’s 
4th Continental A rtillery attached at Headquarters 
and serenaded, the G eneral. 
“ According to Reed’s research, the happy 
general went deeply into his own pocket to show 
his appreciation of the compliment paid him and 
offered the band five shillings in speci — a rare 
treat, in the paper-money-infested army.** 
History has spoken but lightly of the visits 
Lady Washington paid to the mansion of John 
Potts during the cold and dreary weeks that 
followed. Yet it is a tradition of Pottsgrove man­ 
sion that Martha spent some time here in com ­ 
pany of “the Widow Potts” and her son, Col. 
Thomas Potts. 
It is our tradition that at least upon one occa­ 
sion, and perhaps m ore, George Washington vis­ 
ited with M artha—though this column does not 
support the belief that the com m ander in. chief 
vacated the cam p a t Valley F orge with its con­ 
stant threat of B ritish attack as often as som e 
have speculated,. A room, in the mansion, is desig­ 
nated as the cham ber in which Lady Washington 
remained on her visits. 
In commemoration of our Centennial, the edi­ 
tor of the Pottstown Ledger was requested to jot 
down the history of Pottstown. This thin hard­ 
cover edition still survives, and in it he speaks 
of the tradition that “old persons living in Potts­ 
town fifty years ago whose memories carried 
them back to 1777. declared they saw Gen. Wash­ 
ington at the residence of Col. Potts, surrounded 
by Baron Steuben, Gen. Knox, Gen. Lafayette, 
Gen. Green and other m em bers of his staff.” 
This m av well have been except for the year, 
which would have to be altered to 1778, the y ear 
von Steuben arrived from Europe, and when Gen. 
L afayette recovered from his wound. 
Of these well rem em bered characters from, for­ 
m er days, N athaniel G reen had been a, one-tim e 
blacksm ith apprentice from Rhode Island, the 
son of Quaker parents, whose m ilitary fondness 
led to his dism issal from the membership of the 
Society of Friends. He it was whom Capt. Harry 
Lee, who himself had crammed the Greek Wars 
while at Princeton, considered one of the best 
theoreticians in the army. 
The energenic Henry Knox, a large, corpulent 
man weighing nearly 300 pounds, sported without 
personal choice a large bulbous nose and was 
thought to move with a pompous walk. His tre­ 
mendous energy and ambition was displayed the 
first winter of the war when of his own initiative 
he undertook the hazzards of an expedition to 
F o rt Ticonderoga in. order to recover the .British 
guns captured by E than Allen. 
He returned to .Boston dragging these huge 
battering-cannon on sledges across th e snow. 
One of these was a g reat m ortar they nam ed 
“The Old Sow,” which Justice Thomas Jones 
details for us as being able to heave bombs to 
an amazing distance. "Had it not been for this 
bomb, and some of these cannon. General Wash­ 
ington could never have carried on the seige of 
Boston.” (p50) 
Von Steuben had never actually been a baron, 
nor had he been a lieutenant-general in foreign 
service, nor was his name really Steuben, but 
Stube. None of this interfered much with his in­ 
defatigable efforts in training the raw troops at 
Valley Forge. 
Writing about the baron following his death, 
Benson J. Lessing in his Field Book (Vol. Ill, p 
137) had some unusual notes to append to the 
m an's career: 
“At the close of the w ar, the State of New 
Je rse y gave him a small farm, and the Legisla­ 
ture of New York presented him with 16,000 
acres oí wild land in Oneida county. 
He built 
him self a log house at Steubenville, N. Y., gave 
a tenth part of his land to his aids and his ser­ 
vants, and parceled out the rest to 20 or 30 ten­ 
ants. He died of apoplexy at Steubenville on 
the 28th of Nov. 1795, aged 64 years. His neigh­ 
bors buried him in his garden. 
Afterwards, 
agreeable to his desire, he was wrapped in his 
cloak, placed in a plain coffin, and buried in a 
lonely spot in the woods about a quarter m ile 
above his house , . . and when a road was made 
to pass over his resting place, his rem ains were 
removed and buried in another grave

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Shapp Takes Bull by the Horns

HARRISBURG - Columnist’s 
Notebook: 
HORNS, DILEMMAS. ETC. - 
Faced with the problem of two 
top cabineteers feuding, Gov. 
Milton J. Shapp adroitly jumped 
off 'the horns of this dilemma 
by taking clear-cut and decisive 
action. He ousted both State 
Police Commissioner Rocco P. 
Urella and Attorney General J. 
Shane Creamer. 
From a practical, political 
point of view, the governor 
almost had no choice, par­ 
ticularly in light of the proposed 
(but sure-bet) investigation by 
the Republican-control led House 
of Representatives into this 
alleged wiretapping by (of all 
things!) 
one set of state 
policemen on another. 


His twin-bill firing, although 
drastic, does eliminate any 
further embarrassment of two 
members of his official family 
crossing swords. 
It also will take some of the 
sting out of the forthcoming 
House hearings, although this 
reduction will just 'be a matter 
of degree. The controversy is 
boiling hot and will bubble more 
before it lessens. 
Meanwhile, however, Shapp 
adroitly out-maneuvered the 
State Senate by appointing a 
new State Police commissioner 
and attorney general before that 
body started its session the 
other noon. This way, of course, 
the governor avoided the always 
troublesome necessity of having 
these two high officials con­ 
firmed by the Senate.

Democratic-controlled, 
and 
although the governor is of the 
same party, this didn’t prevent 
the Senate from holding up 
Sbapp’s initial 
cabinet ap­ 
pointments two years ago when 
he first took office. 
The new State Police com­ 
missioner-designate, James D.

(from the administration’s point 
of view, anyhow) of not being 
previously connected with either 
wiretap 1968 or wiretap 1972. 
Major Barger is a highly 
respected law officer who has 
unqualified support of Urella. 
Informed of the governor’s 
choice, Urella gave a glowing 
report on the major.

respect from both political 
parties. His knowledge and 
ability as an attorney and judge 
is acknowledged in the tough, 
Pennsylvania legal arena. 
Perhaps Attorney General

Deaths of Presidents Leave Gap 


There is something about the 
death of a President which 
makes mortals of us all. 
Momentarily, the big black bird 
with the shiny wings perches 
over every man. There is a 
pause in the life stream; a 
sense of foreboding. 
I will not write about Harry 
S. Truman. It has been written 
and rewritten. The rusty flowers 
on his grave spin away on 
winds of chance. I was a 
growing toy when Warren G. 
Harding died in San Francisco. 
But I remember the heavily 
laden kids on the street with 
t h e ! r 
“Extras” 
shouting: 
‘ ‘ P r e s i d e n t Harding Dies. 
President Harding Dies.” I can 
recreate the hawking sound 
today. 
The demise of Herbert Hoover 
hit me harder than most, 
because I had spent his 85th 
birthday with him researching 
a magazine article. We sat 
alone in a small dining room, 
part of a large suite in the 
Waldorf Towers. He was a firm, 
robust man, slightly deaf, with 
a vital interest in everything. 
He is the only man 1 know who 
turned on two radios in opposite 
corners of a room to listen to 
the news reports. 
He told me he planned to 
wTrite “four more books,” all 
in longhand. He used a bowlful 
of Ticonderoga pencils. His 
greatest pride was a breakfront 
laden with tone china left by 
Mrs. Hoover. “It’s not mine,” 
h said softly. “ I’m the trustee 
for my son.” 
Hoover, at 85. had no valet. 
He dressed and bathed himself. 
1 asked about the possibility of 
a fall at night when he was 
alone. He stomped his large feet 


and grinned. “Never,” he said. 
“It will never happen.” 
I did not meet Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, but I felt as though 
he was my father. My sharpest 
memory of that April 1945 was 
when two big steam locomotives 
hauled the 10-car funeral train 
out of Warm Springs north­ 
bound for Washington, The 
funeral car had huge, well- 
lighted picture windows and 
inside was a flag-draped casket 
and 
four 
uniformed 
men 
standing guard as the Pullmans 
rocked slowly through the night. 
The train stopped somewhere 
in the Carolinas about 3 a.m. 
to take on water. On each side 
were red day cliffs. A black 
man came out of a shack and 
looked down, He hurried back 
to cabins in the fields and 
awakened others. A similar 
thing occured on the hill on 
the far side. 
They collected near the edge 
and looked down. Someone in 
a wailing voice began to sing: 
“Hand Me Down My Walking 
Cane.” Others took it up. The 
sound required, part of a second 
to reach the other side, where 
voices joined the chorus. The 
voices 
were 
out 
of syn­ 
chronization, but they came 
from hearts which understood 
that this man, above others, 
needed a cane. The train stood 
panting at the water tower, 
listening. 
E v e r y b o d y 
seems 
to 
remember what they were 
doing on Nov, 22. 1963. I was 
aboard my boat, Away We Go 
IV, pulling slowly into a 
g a s o l i n e 
dock 
at Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida. The pump 
toy yelled: “Turn your radio 
on. The President’s toen shot.” 


I turned it on at the flying 
bridge and heard a Babel of 
indecipherable words. The only 
part 1 understood was: 
.. a 
priest just left the hospital.” I 
looked at my watch. The time 
was 1:15 p.m. President John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy was dead. 
The charmer was gone; the 
clotheshorse; the wit. The voice 
cf tomorrow had been stilled. 
The boat was moored. I sat 
stunned, my mind tumbling 
with visions. Mrs. Bishop and 
I had spent four days with him 
at the White House in October. 
Five weeks later his bloody 
head reposed on roses in his 
wife’s lap. 
I had spent the time with Mm 
to research a slender and un­ 
pretentious book called “A Day 
in the Life of President Ken­ 
nedy.” It was a happy volume,

(40,000 feet) and speed (just 
under MO1 mph). 
The big birds now are being 
shot 
down, 
and 
surviving 
members of their six-man crews 
are swelling the ranks of the 
POWs, because they have been 
given a much more hazardous 
assignment. They are totting 
targets above the DMZ, w'hich 
means they must make their 
bomb runs through an air 
defense system 
which our 
airmen swear is much superior 
to that which the Germans had 
during World War II. 
Moreover, wtoever is calling 
the shots in this costly effort 
to tomb the Hanoi leaders to 
the dotted line has decreed that 
the B-52s attack in waves, as 
did the B-17s and B-24s of World 
War II. En masse, the planes 
are much easier to hit. A metal- 
seeking or heat-seeking SAM 
that misses a. B-52 can 'then find 
another nearby. 
The World War II bombers 
bristled with machineguns and 
just about broke the back of 
the intrepid Luftwaffe. The B-52 
has no guns with which to 
protect itself, for the simple 
reason that they would be 
ineffective against the type of 
modern hardware thrown at 
them. Instead of guns, the B-52 
comes equip'ped with electronic 
b e a m - b r e a k e r s 
which 
(hopefully) will addle the little 
iron brain of the SAM and cause 
it to fly off erratically and 
harmlessly until it runs cut of 
fuel and drops back on the 
enemy. 
O b v i o u s l y , the electronic 
whammy isn’t foolproof. 


Pilots of Air Force and Navy 
fighter-born tors have developed 
a hair-raising method of making 
SAMs miss them. It calls for 
supernatural poise and skill, 
and a supersonic vehicle. The 
pilot, having spotted a 1.500 
mph SAM coming up after him, 
lets it approach to within a 
couple of hundred yards, then 
kicks in his after-burner and 
dives straight down. The SAMs 
stubby little control surfaces do 
not allow it to change course 
abruptly, so the pilot lives to 
tell it like it was, when he gets 
back to his base in Thailand 
or the wardroom of his carrier. 
But sometimes he doesn’t spot 
the SAM in time . . . 
The B-52 has no such agility. 
It was not designed to do what 
it is doing at this stage of the 
war. In effect, it was produced 
at a time in the 1950s when 
there was no great certainty 
that we could ever build an 
intercontinental ballistic missile 
system capable of .delivering H- 
tomb warheads on Russian 
military complexes and cities. 
A big tom tor appeared to be 
the tost interim answer. 
Originally, it was to be 
powered by six turbo props. But 
the state of the art of the pure 
jet engine advanced to such a 
degree that eight of these were 
chosen as the ideal propulsion. 
One early design called for a 
much larger bomber than the 
B-52 eventually turned out to 
be. This proposed monster 
would be theoretically able to 
take off from its U.S. base, fly 
over the North Pole, drop its 
H¿tomb 
on 
Moscow 
(sup­ 
posedly) and fly home, a 
roundtrip of 10.000 miles. 
The Air Force turned the 
matter over to its. think-tank, 
the assembled brains at the 
RAND Corp. RAND came up 
with the theory of inflight 
refueling. This, it successfully 
argued, would mean that a 
smaller bomber could carry 
many more tombs to the 
faraway targets. It could take 
off with just enough fuel to get 
its load, airborne and up to 
altitude, then take the first of 
the several refuelings it would 
need going there and coming 
home. That was the birth of 
the B-52. 
The defense, as ever, has 
caught up with the offense. The 
B-52, once the mightiest power 
on earth, waddles toward the 
graveyard of the battleship.

impels a pellet of any kind with 
a force that can be expected 
to cause bodily harm. 
Sommers said the number of 
these seems to increase each 
Christmas season. 
“There is evidence of this in 
the number of violations each 
year 
during 
the 
Christmas 
holidays,” he said. 
“There were half a dozen 
incidents during the past week 
which involved violations of the 
borough and 
state 
law con­ 
cerning air guns.” Sommers 
said, adding the most recent 
involved three guns purchased 
by 
juveniles 
without 
the 
knowledge of their parents. 
The Pennsylvania Penal Code 
prohibits 
the 
discharging 
of 
flobert 
rifles 
in 
cities 
and 
boroughs, Sommers noted. 
“It also states it is unlawful 
for any dealer to sell, lend, rent 
or give an air rifle to any 
person under 18 years of age 
or for an individual under 18 
to carry such a weapon on 
public 
streets 
unless 
ac­ 
companied by an adult. 
Any violation of the state law 
upon conviction in a summary 
proceeding, 
which 
can 
be 
handled by a district justice 
rather than in court, can result 
in a fine not exceeding $50 or 
imprisonment not exceeding 30 
days. 
“Any dealer who sells an air 
rifle, pellet, BB or spring gun 
to someone under 18 is guilty 
of a misdemeanor, Sommers 
said, and can upon conviction 
be ordered to pay a fine of 
$100 for each incident or sen­ 
tenced to a prison term not 
exceeding 60 days. 
He said 
any 
Pennsylvania 
policeman has the authority to 
seize any such rifle used or 
offered for sale in violation of 
the state rules, 
“It also is a violation to 
discharge such a weapon within 
the borough limits and upon 


conviction 
in 
a 
summary 
proceeding, the violator could 
be fined not more than $100 or 
imprisoned, for 30 days. 
Sommers 
said 
the 
charge 
would 
be disorderly conduct 
which under the borough code 
states it is illegal to discharge 
an airgun, spring gun, rifle or 
firearm of any kind or any 
device 
that 
discharges 
a 
projectile of any kind. 
While some people view the 
laws on such weapons as strict, 
most law enforcement officials 
agree the laws are not to punish 
the owner or restrict use but 
are designed more or protection 
of the user and others around 
him. 
The detective, however, said 
he feels there should be more 
control and possibly instruction 
on the use of such guns. 
He noted the State Game 
Commission has a program of 
this nature for hunters but there 
is no such program for air guns. 
“The 
boy scouts 
in some 
areas have such instructional 
programs but most BB guns 
and air rifles are sold and used 
by youths who don't have the 
proper 
knowledge 
of 
the 
weapon. 
While the laws restrict use 
of flobert weapons, Sommers 
said it is legal for anyone to 
possess such a gun if it is kept 
within his place of residence or 
used on private grounds. 
“This is true as long as the 
gun is discharged in such a 
manner as not to danger per­ 
sons or property and only if 
used in such a manner as to 
prevent 
the 
projectile 
from 
transversing any 
grounds or 
space outside the limits of the 
grounds or residence,” he ex­ 
plained..

many a face an attractive 
glow can also be the cause 
of grave skin problems. 
For years, derma.tologists 
have been warning people 
not 
to overexpose 
them­ 
selves 
to 
the 
sun, 
and 
beauty experts have been 
urging them to moisturize 
their faces and bodies well 
before going out to get a 
tan. 
The 
American 
Cancer 
Society reports that chronic 


exposure to the ultraviolet 
rays in sunlight is the no. 
1 cause of skin cancer. It 
is the most curable type of 
cáncer,, 'because it’s local 
rather 
than, 
an 
internal 
growth, 
but 
that 
doesn’t 
make it less dangerous. 
Don Zeigler, director of 
public 
education 
for 
the 
Chicago Unit of the ACS 
said, “ In 1972, 120,000 cases

skin 
cancer 
w ere 
reported and 5.000 resulted 


in deaths.” He also said 
that of the total number of 
cancer patients last year, 13 
per cent was women with 
skin cancer and .23 per cent 
was males with skin cancer.

So I caution 
them to wear a hat and a 
protective lotion to screen 
out harmful rays and to 
stay out of the sun between 
10 a.m. and 2 p.m. when 
the rays are the most in­ 
tense.”

This deal occurred in a 
European championship in 
the match between Finland 
and 
Belgium. 
Playing 
a 
highly artificial system, the 
Finnish 
North-South 
pair 
arrived at seven hearts on 
the' sequence shown. 
The final contract — with 
a 3-3 trum p fit — was quite 
obviously due to a misun­ 
derstanding in the bidding. 
The 
two 
club 
bid 
was 
normal 
and designated a 
very powerful hand. Two 
hearts, however, was ar­ 
tificial; it announced an ace 
and 
a 
king, 
but 
not 
necessarily a heart suit. 
North marked tim e with 
two notrump, over which 
South bid four hearts. This 
was likewise an artificial 
response; it was a transfer 
bid commanding North to 
bid four spades so that he, 
with 
the 
stronger 
hand, 
would become declarer in 
spades instead of South. 
But in the heat of the 
moment, North forgot that 
the leap to four hearts was 
c o n v e n t i o n a l , and he 
thought his partner had lots 
of hearts in addition to the 
A-K of spades that South 
had already identified. In 
line with this. North jumped 
to seven hearts. 
South 
realized 
that his 
partner might possibly have 
forgotten 
the 
convention, 
but he decided to take his 
chances at seven hearts. 
Accordingly 
he 
passed, 
expecting to find a string 
of hearts in dummy headed 
by the A-K. 
W e s t 
led 
a 
spade, 
whereupon declarer cashed 
the A-K of spades and A-K- 
Q of clubs, followed by the 
A-K of diamonds and 
a 
diamond ruff. When he then 
led 
a spade, it 
did not 
m atter whether or not West 
ruffed. South made the rest 
of the tricks on a crossruff 
and racked up 2.210 points 
for making the grand slam 
in hearts. 
A trump lead would have 
defeated the contract — but 
it would have spoiled a good 
story.

LOS ANGELES — An argum ent long has lingered 
in football and baseball over jurisdiction,a! rights in 
the selection of coaching assistants. 
Some1 contend that this is the privilege entirely of 
the head coach, or the m anager. Others argue it is a 
joint function, involving a.s one of the parties the front 
office.When disagreem ents have developed over assist­ 
ants, football coaches and baseball m anagers have 
responded in different ways. 
Some have risen to a H im alayan peak of outrage, 
announced resolutely they could not live with such an 
indignity, and they have quit. 
Others have taken a m ore flexible position. Ac­ 
knowledging soberly that they are only an employee, 
they don't resum e to tell the owner what he can and 
cannot do, and they try to reach a m ature com prom ise. 


LOGICAL CONCLUSION 
If, in the process, some assistants get fired, the 
head coach, or the m anager, rationalizes that he tried 
his best in behalf of his helpers and that a mutual 
suicide pact would serve no purpose. 
In his tim e as field leader of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers, W a Iter Alston has been favored by the front 
office with such special assistants as Leo Durocher, 
Charlie Dressen and Bobby Bragan, all enlisted quite 
without the consent of Alston. 
At the end of the 1964 season, the ownership in­ 
formed Alston that his whole staff would be replaced. 
W alter didn’t want his whole staff replaced. In fact, 
his pitching coach was not only a close personal friend, 
but the man who developed Sandy Koufax and Don 
Drysdale. 
Alston was furious, but didn’t feel dishonored 
enough to leave. It was, and rem ains, his view that 
one demanding to make all the decisions becom e an 
owner, not a m anager. 
Today you have a delicate problem am ong the 
cerebral"trust of the Los Angeles Ram s w here the 
feeling seem s to be that Tommy Prothro needs some 
new assistants. 
W hether he actually needs this change can’t be 
docum ented here, because how m any outsiders can 
evaluate accurately the skills of an assistant coach? 
Obviously, Prothro likes his staff, a fondness not 
shared by club owner Carroll Rosenbloom and his gen­ 
eral m anager, Don Klosterm an. 
W hat you have is a situation in which neither side 
can be abused too loosely. Prothro is a bright m an, 
who has m ade football a lifetim e study. It is a gam e 
he understands. In his view, he can work best with 
the assistants he employes, m any of whom cam e with 
him from his last college job. 
As new owner of the R am s, Rosenbloom is de- 
vasted by the sorrow the 1972 season has brought. 
Convinced he was sponsoring a w inner, he turned up 
with a semi-lemon finishing with a 6-7-1. 
N aturally, he is upset. He is also em barrassed, 
because even though the R am s are a profitable en­ 
terprise, it m ust be said! in Rosenbloom*s behalf that 
he is not in the sport for money. 
He has tons of that com m odity, m eaning that at 
this stage of his life, it hardly transcends vanity in 
importance. 
Some have advised him to let the coaching staff 
alone and go out and get some players. Some have 
suggested a new quarterback. And others h a v e 
recom m ended new scouts. 
Rosenbloom listens thoughtfully, but can’t seem 
to dispense with the notion that assistant coaches with 
m ore professional experience would be helpful. 
To compound Prothro’s problem , some of his play­ 
ers have told the owner the sam e thing. When a team 
has a bum seascn, you can alw ays rely on players’ 
to stand up and be counted. If a life raft sat too low 
in the w ater, they would ease the crisis by pushing 
an old lady overboard. 


LONG O BSER V A T IO N 
Over the years, I have w atched with clinical in­ 
terest m em bers of the literati com m end coaches and 
m anagers for resigning, rather than yield to front 
office pressure on staff. 
I recall a sports editor once w riting with fervor, 
“At least he went out like a m an.” 
Idly, I pictured the sam e editor being told by his 
publisher, “I am hiring a m an from Petalum a to do 
a column on frisbee throwing. Do you have any 
objections?” 
Taking a firm stand, the editor would reply, “Do 
you want that frisbee column on Page 1, or Page 2?”
